MEN TO ASK 
LOANS FROM BANKS 
ATJNCWNATI 

Committee of Co-Operative Associa- 
tion Will Meet Thursday With 
Cincinnati Bankers In Attempt 
To Get aid to Finance Pool, 

Lexington, Ky., Dec. 27. — Loans to 
the Burley Tobacco Growors' Co-oper- 
ative Association by Cincinnati banks 
are to be sought at a conference of 
bankers and the pool finance and ex- 
ecutive committees Thursday morning 
In Clnclnatl. 

Louisville banks promised to extend 
credits to the extent of $1,500,000 at 
conference several weeks ago and 
at least a similar sum Is to be asked 
from the Cincinnati banks, It Is 
lleved. 

The conference was arranged by 
Charles X. Manning, chairman of the 
committee which conferred with Louis- 
ville bankers and obtained assurance 
of loans from the War Finance Cor- 
poration beforo the burley pool be- 
came a reality. 

Other members of the committee 
are J. C. Wilson of Louisville, W. C. 
Baasett of Lexington, and James Mc- 
Clure of Parts. 

The Executive Committee, which 
will transact the actual bualneas with 
the bankers, Is composed of James C, 
Stone of Lexington, Bush W. Allin of 
Harrodsburg, W. H. Shanks, of Stand- 
ford, John B. Winn, of Versailles, J. N. 
Kehoe of Maysville and Judge Robert 
W. Bingham of Louisville.

Morrow Is Dstennlned to

Newport, Ky., Dec. 28. — Outstand- 
ing points of the Newport Rolling Mill 
strike situation Wednesday were: 

Announcement that more state 
troops are to be sent to Newport at 
once. 

Suggestion of a basis of settlement 
whioh may open the way for success- 
ful negotiation between strikers and 
employers. 

A point of additional Interest waa a 
statement by a union leader that I, W. 
W. emissaries had approached strike 
pickets recently: 

Colonel H. H. Denhardt, military 
commander In Newport, said Gover- 
nor Edwin P. Morrow told him over 
the 'phone late Tuesday he will send 
two additional companies of guards- 
men to Newport, which will raise the 
force of about 200 men and 15 officers 
to about 330 officers and men. 

These troops were expectod Wed- 
nesday. One company waa to come 
from Bonevllle, Ky., the colonel said. 
He did not know where the other com- 
pany was from. 

Colonel Denhardt announced the 
governor is determined to maintain 
order In Newport "If he has to put the 
entire county under martial law." 

He said the governor is incensed 
over an attack Monday on two women 
leaving the Newport Rolling Mill af- 
ter visiting their husbands employed 
there. In this attack Captain Roy 
Eaaley, of the troops, was Injured 
while protecting them. A spike was 
hurled at htm. 
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FROM TUBERCULO- 
SIS ISJERY HIGH 

Only Three Other States In the Union 
With Higher Death Rates 
From Tuberculosis Cen. 

sns Shows. . 

Washington, Dec. 28. — Only three 
states have higher tuberculosis death 
rates than Kentucky - California, 
Colorado and Tennessee — and Ken- 
tucky has the highest death rate of 
any state from tuberculosis among 
negroes. 

The average death rate from tuber- 
culosis per hundred thousand of popu- 
lation In the total registration area 
of the United States as reported to- 
day by the Census Bureau Is 114.2. In 
Colorado the rate Is 226.4; In Tennes- 
see, 164.6; In California, 159.6, and in 
Kentucky, 152.9. Four states, Cali- 
fornia, Colorado, Delaware and Rhode 
Island, have a higher death rate from 
tuberculosis than Kentucky has 
among its white population. 

The recorda show that the death 
rate from tuberculosis in Kentucky Is 
130.3 per 100,000 among the whites 
and 363.8 among the negroes. Im 
provement Is seen In the situation in 
Kentucky, however. The total death 
rate from tuberculosis In Kentucky 
was 199 per 100,000 of population In 
1918, and It has now dropped to 152.9 
For the whites the highest rate In re- 
cent years was 169.3 In 1918, and It Is 
now 130.3. For the negroes tho rate in 
1917 was 486.1 per 100,000 and now It 
Is down to 363.8.

ROBBED BY ARMED 
BANC EARLY TODAY 

Outlaws Rob Eminence Distillery of 
Cases of Llqaor and Make 
In Motor Tracks

Ky„ Dec. 28.— More than 
25 men, masked and armed, overpow- 
ered, bound, gagged and blindfolded, 
early today, five guards at the Green 
River distillery, owned by La Moa- 
tlgne Brothers, New York, and then 
broke into the free warehouse, rob- 
bing and taking away In large motor 
trucks 332 cases of whisky, valued at 
about $30,oou. 

This Is the second time that the 
distillery has been robbed this year. 
Last May a band of whisky runners, 
presenting counterfeit permits, drove 
off with 1,400 cases. Less than 200 
cases now are left in the warehouses. 

At 1:20 o'clock today the bandits 
entered toe office of the distillery at 
toe entrance to the plant and over- 
powered T. W. Givlden of Newcastle 
and John Shay Qf Eminence, company 
guards. They then advanced to a 
shack adjoining the free warehouse, 
where three Government guards, J. H. 
Meredith of La Grange, James W. Eb- 
erbakor of Pleasureville and W. C. 
Hieatt ot Smlthfield, were seized. With 
guns to their heads and far outnum- 
bered, the guards offered no resist- 
ance. Half an hour after the bandits 
left ono of tho guards managed to 
work free from his bonds and toe po- 
illce at Louisville, Shelbyvillo and 
Frankfort were notified. The trucks 
drove due south from Eminence In the 
direction of Shelbyvllle, which Is on 
the road to Louisville.

NEW ZEALAND HIKES TABIFF. 

New ZZeabud is another country which is undertaking tariff 
, .vision, with protection in view. The new customs tariff propose, 
for New Zealand is constructed along lines similar to the revised 
tariff now in force in Australia. It is to consist of three scales ot 
kites: General rates which apply to all foreign countries with which 
there is no special arrangement; preferential rates granted tfc goods 
originating in th United Kingdom; and intermediate rates which 
are to apply to goods from countries that may enter into negotiations 
with New Zealand for reciprocal tariff privileges. American products 
are to be subject to the general rates. An anti-dumping clause 
e.irrying a duty of 20 per cent will be imposed, directed in particular 
toward German goods- InasniiHi as this tariff will be adopted be- 
fore the.United States returns to its time-honored protective policy, 
no free trader can say that New Zealand is retaliating. We will he 
late in getting back to the protective basis, but we will stay there 
when protection is finally restored.

They 
are turne dover to their own families 
as soon as possible, the work of trac- 
ing the families and restoring them 
being one o fthe chief efforts of the Y. 
W C. A. Many times they marry Ar 
menlans and become self-supporting 
in the revival of the lace-making in- 
dustry and In weaving and rug mak- 
ing.

Farmers and poultrymen can't fill 
tl o crop of the lieu with a miscellane- 
ous collection of feeds and expect her 
ii, keep the winter egg basket full, 
a cording to J. H, Martin, In churge of 
poultry work at the College of Agri- 
culture. A hen egg is made up of four 

II -lin iiarts, including the shell, water, 
^ and white uud In order for the 

hen to maintain a higii egg production 
iiurlng the winter months wheu eggs 
ara high priced, it is necessary that 
'.w.r teed contain those eloments from 
which these parts can be manufac- 
tured, Mr. Martin has pointed out to 
Kentucky farmers and poultrymen In 
i:is suggestions on feeding for winter 
c^ss.' 

"What Is lacking In tho feed given 
aoii farm flocks Is something to pro- 
duce the white of the egg which is 
iii-gely protein," Mr. Martin said. "Ex- 
I oriments show that 60-per-oent. 
I'.mkage, commonly used In bog feed- 
Ingi buttermlld, sour skim milk, or 
commercial meat scraps, a by-prcduct 
of packing houses, are good ones to 
feed for this purpose. 

"If tankage or meat scrap is fed, :' 
Will be necessary to feed dry mash, 
£0 per cent, of which should be the 
ir.nkage or meat scrap. A good mash 
In which corn meal supplies addition- 
al energy to keep the helns warm in 
winter, may be made from 300 pounds 
of Bhlp stuff. 100 pounds of corn meal 
and 100 pounds of tankage. The dry 
mash should be before the birds at all 
times in a self-feeder. 

"Material for making the shell may 



bo supplied by feeding ground lime- 
stone or oyster shells, which should 
be left before the birds at all times In 
a hopper provided for that purpose. 

"Since two-thirds of the egg la wa- 
'cr, success In feeding for winter eggs 
demands that tho birds have access to 
plenty of clean, fresh water which 
should bo warmed during cold weath- 
er. 

"Any of the grains found on the av- 
erage farm, such as sweet sorghums. 
Wheat, corn and coats contain yolk- 
forming material. 

"Gram mixtures, any one of which 
may be fed with the dry mash, may be 
composed entirely of corn or 70 parts 
of corn and 30 parts of oats or equal 
parts of corn, wheat and oats. Birds 
of the heavier breeds, such as the 
Barred Plymouth Rock and Rhode 
Island Red will require about 15 
pounds of gra^In a day while the llght- 
•>r breeds such as the Leghorns should 
receive 12 pounds. In either case, one- 
tliird of the amount should be fed In 
the morning and two-thirds in the 
evening In a straw Uttel at least 10 
to 12 Inches deep. 

"Farmers who have sour skim milk 
and buttermilk can use It to advant- 
>en to replace the dry mash fed tho 
birds. One gallon a day of either is 
sufficient for 30 hens."
